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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's after-final amendment received on 4/29/03 has been entered. Claims 86-87, 
93, and 95 have been canceled. Claims 76-85, 88-90, 92, 94, and 96-102 are pending in the 
instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 

The rejection of claims 76-89 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for scope of 
enablement is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment or cancellation of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The rejection of claims 90, 92, 95 and 97 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dall et al. is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment or cancellation of the claims. 

Claims 76-85, 88-90, 92, 94, and 96-102 are considered free of the prior art and allowable 
at this time.
